Somehow or other, the 
families at Tseilim, immi- 
grants from France and 
North Africa, reinforced by 
helpers from established set- 
tlements, have coaxed a live 
ing from such unpropitious 
lands. With a rainfall going 
down to 17 millimetres last 
year and soaring as high as 
172 millimetres during floods, 
they have succeeded in growe 
ing field crops and lemons. 
hey now receive water 
from the Yarkon pipe-line, 
but for years they lived on 
niggerdly supplies of water 
and optimism. They have 
439 sheep, 72 milking cows, 
7.000 chickens: the home 
Stead had its trees and rudi- 
mentary lawns. To resist the 
violence of sandstorms rows 
of quick-growing eucalyptus 
surround the dusty ftelds. 
The dining-room is rough 
and primitive; the main meal 
on the day we visited there 
was uncooked sausage. De- 
spite all the difficulties, in- 
cluding rough handling by 
infiltrators, Fs'elim has now 
reached 1,800 dunams under 
irrigation.
